The Old Standard For tho Yard. 


Tho yard is tho British and American 


standard of length. Down to 1824 the- 
originnl-standard of Britain (and from 
which ours was copied) was a rod, 
which had beeii deposited in the court 
of exchequer, London, iu tho timo of 
Qneeu Elizabeth. 
In those days all 


measures intended for general use were 
taken to the conrt of exchequer to bo 
examined by the proper officer. That 
official took the proposed measure and 
placed it .parallel with the standard, 
and if found correct placed certain 
marks of identification upon it. By an 
act of parliament in 1824 the old Eliza- 
bethan standard was superseded by an- 
other, which had been constructed uhdor 
tho directions of tho'Royal society 04 
years previous. This act provided that 
"tho straight lino of distance between 
tho centers of two points in the gold 
studs in the brass rod now. in tho custody 
of tho cleric of the houso of commons 
shall be the genuine standard of the 
yard measure in Great Britain." The 
act further provided that tho measure- 
ments of tho rod must bo inado whoa 
tho temperature of tho brass was at 62 
degrees P. 


That standard was destroyed by fire 


in 1884, and tho commission appointed 
to replace it made tlio yard measure 
now iu use. Tho now standard wan de- 
posited in the house of parliament in 
1855, raid authenticated copies of it MO 
iu tiio possession of our government offi- 
cials lit Washington.—St. Louia Kejmb- 
lic.

The British standard gold is 22 carats 
or 11-12 fine. Hence, standard gold in 
America is 800 fine, whiln British 
standard gold is 916% fine. 


At the British mints the coinage 


value of an ounce o£ gold, 22 carats or 
11-12 fine, is £3 17s. lO^d. In both 
countries the mints are open to the 
free and unlimited coinage of gold, the 
mint authorities being obliged to aoc«pt 
gold on deposit for coinage, without 
limit as to quantity, and return to the 
depositor, without charge for mintage, 
the same weight of gold deposited, in 
the shape of legal tender gold coin 
Thus, in America the owner of gold 
bullion can and does taka it to the mint 
and if he deposits gold bullion of 
standard fineness, that is, 9-10 fine, and 
suitable for coinage without further

The practice in Great Britain is soaie- 


what different. Although under the 
British mint laws any individual has 
the right to deposit gold at the raiat 
for coinage, suoh privilege is not exer- 
cised. The reason for this is that the 
Bank of England is obliged to pur- 
chase all gold offered at tha rate of £3 
17s. 9d. pet- standsrd ounce, or at a dis- 
count of l>$d. per ounce from the coin- 
age rate. That owners of gold bullion 
prefer to sell their gold to tho Bauk of 
England at this discount rather thau 
deposit it at the mints for coinage is 
duo to the fact that by so selling their 
bullion they can at once realize upon 
it, while, if deposited at the mint, they 
would have to await the delays of coin- 
age for payment, thereby suffering loss 
of interest on the value of the bullion. 
This obligation of buying all gold 
offered does not rest onerously upou, 
but is a source of profit to, the bank, 
which, it is currently believed, is per- 
mitted to issue its notes against such 
bullion bought, just as it issues its 
notes against gold coin, so that the 
bank has full use of the gold during 
the process of coinage.

iorage on coinage sufficient to offset

;ee of! Washoe county, hereby tender 
our resignations from that committee. 


It is proper under the circumstances 
hat we tdhonld submit to you gentle- 


men, 
in whose hands we have placed 


our resignations, and to tbe public as 
well the reasons which have caused us 
otake this action. 
Four years ago, you will remember, 
he majority of the people of the State 
of Nevada, hopeless of achieving the 
'roe coinage of silver through either 
,h9 Republican or 
the Democratic 


parties, pledged themselves in silver 
eagues to vote for no man for office 
who was not committed by platform 
and declaration to the free coinage of 
silver. 


A State convention of these leagues 


was held at Reno shortly after both the 
old parties had met in National con- 
ventions and nominated for President 
of the United States gold standard men 
on ambiguous platforms. 


The purpose of that convention was, 


to tuke counsel 
action the silver 
should take in view of the fact that 
both Mr. Harrison and Mr, Cleveland 
wore enemies of silver. 


At that convention a delegation was 


chosen to attend the Omaha People's 
Party Convention for the purpose of 
persuading it to come squarely out for 
free coinage, and they were instructed 
to pledge in consideration whereof the 
electoral vote of Nevada for its nom- 
nees. 
.

On going to the extent of nominating 


.ndependent 
Presidential 
Electors, 


thereby cutting loose from the old 
parties nationally, the silver men bo- 
came aroused to go further and found 
a new political party. 


Thus to place tho State in the politi- 


cal control of silver men who held that 
issue above partisanship. Nationally 
to take the stand of an auxiliary party 
to any party which would espouse 
the cause of free coinage. 


As an auxiliary party to the Populist 


party in 1892 the Silver party of Ne- 
vada deliverad the electoral rote of 
Ihis State to Weaver and Field. 


Two yoara ago a number of citizens, 


who hud tho previous election affiliated 
with the Silver party, demanded of it 
that it change from its position of be- 
ing an auxiliary party by taking tho 
name Populist party and adopting the 
tenets of Populism. Failing in this de- 
mand a Populist party was formed 
which, last election, divided tbe silver 
vote of the State 


lu this and in Lincoln counties the 


Silver party county organization when 
formed in 1892 was under the name of 
People's party. 


But we submit ns a fact that the peo- 


ple o£ those counties which had Silver 
party county organizations did not 
consider themselves more in Hue with 
the silver party of Nevada in the elec- 
tion of 1892 than did we in this county. 


Two years ago we still worked under 


tho Populist county organization aud 
no division was made between Silver 
party men and true Populists. 


This year, however, the situation is 


changed in several important respects. 
Tbe Democratic party baa redeemed 
itself and Phcenix-like from the ashes 
of the 
Democracy which we have 


seceded from, has risen a new Dem- 
ocracy, which is the old, the Democracy 
of Jefferson and Jackson. Its platfdrm 
and the names of its nominees when 
flashed over the wires brought hope to 
the despondent hearts of the American 
people. The National Silver party at 
its St. Louis convention endorsed the 
nominees of the Democratic party. The 
Populist party likewise at its National 
convention nominated Mr. Bryan for 
President, but ignored Mr. Sewall and 
nominated Mr. Watson for Vice Presi- 
dent. 


Tbe National leaders of tbe Demo- 


cratic, Populist ancl Silver parties have 
met together since at various times and 
places and counseled that the thraa 


tion of the National leaders and to act 
harmoniously with you in county 
matters, even if we may not be able to 
do so, as it appears^ in State matters. 


Whether we shall do so rests with

In other words, it is a matter of ox- 


change, and in a matter of exchange 
both parties feel that they have been 
benefltted. 
So that if the gold leaves 


us under bimetallism, it is because we 
have something to take its place. At 
the present time when our gold goes it 
IBB nothing to take its place except an- 
other issue of bonds. (Great applause.) 
[ have gone to these pains to enow you 
;hat this flood of silver is imaginary 
rather than real. I have taken these 
llustrations to show you that under 
;he free and unlimited coinage of silver 
the danger that they anticipate could 
not come. Tell the man who asks, that 
no matter how much money there is, 
you cannot get any of it until you have 
something to sell, and you understand 
that every producer of wealth has 
something to sell. That is a thing they 
all leave out of consideration; to ask 
aim if a man does have something to 
sell, how can he get anything for it 
until he Snds somebody with tbe 
money to bay what he has to sell.
